LIU SHAOQI'S THEORY OF INNER-PARTY PEACE PRAISED 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 19 Jan 80 p 3

Discussed--In Order To Right the Wrong Done To the Theory of Inner-Party 
Peace" ] 


[Text] During the heyday of their power, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
vigorously repudiated the so-called "six sinister theories," including the 
"theory of inner-party peace." They ferociously condemmed and cursed the 
"theory of inner-party peace" along with five other theories. The "gang of 
four" raved: "The theory of inner-party peace is a scheme to introduce the 
theory of the dying out of class struggle as part of our party life; a 
trick to negate the existence of the inner-party struggle so as to cover up 
the wild attacks on the proletariat mounted by a handful of representatives 
of the bourgeoisie; a vicious attempt to corrupt and disintegrate our 
party. to transform its members into revisionists, and to peacefully evolve 
the Marxist-Leninist party into a revisionist party and the dictatorship of 
the proletariat into the dictatorship of the bourgeoisie, so that they 
could attain their criminal aim of usurping the party and state power and 
restoring capitalism." This allegation was not only dreadful but also 
despicable. 


In the final analysis, should there be peace within the party? Is the 
"theory of inner-party peace" once vigorously condemned by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" red or black, and a positive theory or a fallacy? The time 
seems now ripe to present its true face to the world. 


Comrade Liu Shaogqi had published two works entitled "On Inner-Party 
Struggle" and "On Self-Cultivation of Party Members," summing up our 
historical experiences in the inner-party struggle, criticizing Wang Ming's 
"left" opportunism and outlining his correct views on the inner-party 
struggle. In the work "On Inner-Party Struggle," its writer criticized 
some comrades for "taking a mechanical and wrong approach to the Leninist 
principles, for interpreting them in terms of absolutes," and for 
“emphasizing the necessity of inner-party struggle in disregard of inner- 
party peace." In the work "On Self-Cultivation of Party Members," its 








writer criticized "“liberalisu,"” "bureaucracy." "eclecticism" and other 
erroneous tendencies that existed in our party. He pointed out: "Any 
absolute attitude toward the inner-party struggle should be criticized 
along with advocates of cruel struggle and merciless attacks. The left 
opportunist attitude toward the inner-party struggle was clearly wrong." 

To those mad men, any inner-party peace seemed unacceptable even if it 
entirely conformed with the Marxist principles and the correct political 
line. They were always interested in searching for targets of attack, and 
in labeling some comrades “opportunists" so that they could direct their 
spearhead at them as if they were “straw-men." They always wanted to do so 
even if there were no principled disputes within the party. They believed 
that only by stirring up troubles and escalating the inner-party struggle, 
could they publicize themselves as "Bolsheviks." Nonetheless, anyone who 
acted this way could never be regarded as a "Bolshevik" but an incorrigible 
mad person or an opportunist who wanted to gain something under the cloak 
of a "Bolshevik." Evidence shows thet the writer of the aforementioned two 
works had never negated the inner-party struggle but advocated that such 
struggle should be developed in a way that would not harm the party and 
would not undermine its internal unity. He resolutely struggled against 
those left opportunists who always hunted the people down for "cruel and 
merciless attack" thus bringing about disorder in the party, even if there 
were no principled disputes among its members. His advocation of inner- 
party peace did not mean sacrificing principles but a proposal to preserve 
peace within the party which “entirely conforms with the principles and 
political line” so that the party could grow in strength to insure victory 
in the revolution. Now let me ask: how could anyone cali this viewpoint 
"sinister" and "revisionist"? 


We are Marxist dialectical-materialists. In analyzing any pair of opposites, 
or anything else, we must pay attention to the two indispensable aspects of 
a contradiction and their transformation into each other. In other words, 

we must understand when they can become identical and when they struggle 
against each other. A proletarian political party develops as a result of 
the movement of contradictions. The inner-party struggle and the inner- 
party peace are two aspects of a contradiction. They are in opposition to 
each other, and indispensable to each other and therefore cannot exclude 
each other. This is the law of the unity of opposites 


In the process of the development of the party, we must stress the necessity 
of struggle on the one hand and the need for preserving peace on the other. 
If we neglect the importance of struggle, the party can neither overcome 
erroneous ideas and tendencies which corrupt its organization and undermine 
its unity nor eliminate class enemies, degenerates and opportunists who had 
sneaked into it. Nor can it be in a position to help erring comrades 
correct their mistakes. Therefore, the inner-party struggle is an 
inevitable method for consolidating the organization of the party and for 
preserving unity among its members. Likewise, if there are endless 
struggles and if there is no peace in our party, it would risk the danger 
of disintegrating, splitting, and collapsing. In this way, it can neither 
rally its members around its Central Committee nor lead the masses in 
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carrying out the revolution and construction. This being the case, the 
party would lose its fighting power. For this reason, the preservation of 
inner-party peace is also an inevitable condition for consolidating its 
organization, for achieving unity among its members, for bringing into full 
play its role as the fighting headquarters. Like a healthy and robust 
person, a dynamic revolutionary political party must get rid of the stale 
and take in the fresh, and weed out the old and bring forth the new. Only 
by going through this process of contradictions can the party keep its 
various organs in good shape and in harmony, achieve unity and maintain a 
dynamic life. Otherwise, it would get sick and die. Therefore, only by 
preserving the necessary inner-party peace, and by maintaining unity among 
its members can it grow in strength and lead our cause in winning one new 
victory after another. 


The dispute over whether or not there should be peace in our party is a 
painful historical lesson which has cost the party dearly. During the 
1930's, Wang Ming pushed a "left" opportunist line, vigorously launched 
“cruel struggles and merciless attacks," and expelled many comrades who 
followed the correct line from the party. Finally, the party suffered 
untold losses, and our Red Army was in danger of elimination from its 
revolutionary base areas, thus setting back our revolutionary cause. 


From the 1960's to the 1970's, the implementation of an ultraleft line and 
a policy of “overthrowing everything and an all-out civil war" by the 
counterrevolutionary conspiratorial cliques of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" and their vigorous efforts to round up the so-called "bourgeois 
elements inside the party" again plunged our party into disorder and 
caused severe damage to our socialist cause. Historical experiences show 
that if we neglected the necessity of preserving the inner-party peace and 
if we consistently emphasized and endlessly escalated the struggle within 
the party, we would play into the hands of the counterrevolutionary 
careerists and would push our party to the abyss of destruction. We should 
on no account forget this lesson and we should fully realize the necessity 
of preserving the inner-party peace. 


In the past, our party survived tests and challenges of prolonged 
revolutionary struggles, and led the proletariat and the people in winning 
the democratic revolution and in achieving great success in socialist 
construction. Today, it is again leading the people throughout the country 
on a new Long March ‘ard the great goal of realizing the Four 
Modernizations. Duran, this march toward the Four Modernizations, we do 
need an environment of stability and unity. The party is our proletarian 
vanguard and the force at the core leading our cause forward. If this 
vanguard force were in disarray, how could the people throughout the 
country achieve stability and unity and realize the Four Modernizations? 
For this reason, every party member should play a positive role in 
preserving the inner-party peace and in promoting stability and unity not 
only in our country but also within our party. Presently, we must break 
with the old conventions, emancipate our minds, struggle against 
bureaucracy, dogmatism, conservative ideas, liberalism, sectarianism, 
anarchism and extreme individualism, and strictly observe the party's 
discipline.

FOUR MODERNIZATIONS REQUIRE MORE ACTION, LESS TALK

[Text] Among the ranks on our New Long March there has emerged a large 

group of men of action who are earnest and down-to-earth and who quietly 
immerse themselves in hard work. The people call them “shock workers on 
the New Long March’ and “persons who are devoted to the four moderniza- 

tions.” And there has appeared a large group of leading cadres who are 

ambitious and who also have the spirit of getting on with the job. The 

masses praise them as "guides in the four modernizations.” 


Among some people, however, there still exists the “practice of empty talk" 
that does not seek facts. There are considerable manifestations of this 
practice, and here we list several of them: with regard to party documents 
and the transaction of business, these people do not study concrete condi- 
tions and do not thoroughly carry things out; they draw up plans on a 
grand and spectacular scale but carry them out coldly and indifferently; 
from morning until night they go from one meeting to another, drawing cir- 
cles around big and small affairs, and are addicted to acting as officials 
but have no heart for doing things; they are vehement about making re- 
ports but pass the buc*’ in dealing with facts; their catch phrases are 
"study, study” and "discuss, discuss"; and the phrase "go all-out for the 
four modernizations" hangs on their lips but they are content to be unpro- 
fessional in action. With regard to this, Comrade tiua Guofeng once pointed 
out that some people "do not take responsibility when something comes up 
for fear of being blamed if things go wrong, shift the responsibility 

onto others, eat three square meals a day and attempt nothing and accom- 
plish nothing, or, on the pretext of practicing democracy, they discuss 
but do not decide, decide but do not act, and drown everything in the 
‘shuttling back and forth' of official documents." Empty talk greatly 
endangers the revolution. Just as Comrade Ye Jiangying said in his 
National Day speech, “those who become intoxicated with empty talk cer- 
tainly cannot manage state affairs but can only mismanage them." 

















Empty talk leads to mismanagement of state affairs! These words hit the 
nail on the head. Repeatedly in China's history there has been no Lack 
of lessons that empty talk leads to the mismanagement of state affairs. 


In the Three Kingdoms Period at “he beginning of the Wei Dynasty of the 
Cao family, a clique headed by ‘© Yan occupied a high position. The 
members of this clique did not attend to facts. Every day they did nothing 
but drink to intoxication and eat to repletion, and they focused their 
talk on abstract profundities. The effect was that many people copied 
them, and finally empty talk spread all over the society. By the time 

of the Jin Dynasty this practice was widespread. After Sima Yan became 
emperor of Jin, empty talkers, one after another, began to participate 

in government and political affairs. They only used high-flown words 

and did not understand agriculture and war, so that all professions 
declined, the state treasury was emptied, and the people lived in dire 
poverty. In the end this left the Jin Dynasty without the strength to 
resist the armed uprising of Huan Xuan and the dynasty was destroyed. 
Therefore, later generations said: "The extinction of the Jin throne was 
rea‘ly caused by empty talk." 


Of course, the practice of empty talk at present and this practice in 
ancient history are different to some extent, but the harm done by both 
cannot be underestimated. 


At present, the bad habit of some people in indulging in empty talk is 
the residual poison of the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four." During the Great Cultural Revolution, Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four," with the dangerous objective of usurping the party and seizing 
power, did their utmost to incite an ultraleftist ideological trend, 
causing the practice of empty talk to reach its highest peak. Daily 
they “asked for instructions" and "made reports." Everything was 
"discussed" and "checked." There were “line analyses" and "mass criti- 
cism to chart the way," etc. Talking glibly was ‘raising high" [the 
banner of Mao Zedong] and trimming one's sails to the prevailing wind 
was “following closely" [Chairman Mao]. Those who were loyal to the 
party and the people and who quietly immersed themselves in hard work 
were said to be “only lowering their heads and pulling the cart but not 
raising their heads and looking at the road" and “only considering 
action but forgetting the line.” Those leading cadres who dared to 
grasp production were said to be "only grasping grain, cotton, and oil 
while forgetting about our enemies, our friends, and ourselves," and 


this was practicing the “theory of only taking productive force into 
account." The result was an extremely abnormal social atmosphere, which 
became more and more irrational, in which “those who could act were not 

as good as those who could talk." In those times people said with a sneer: 
"A good horse is judged by his legs, a good man by his mouth.” The 

result was 10 years of turmo:!] in which people shouted at the top of 





their lungs and kicked up a racket. The national economy was brought 
to the brink of collapse. Facts of human life convincingly show that 
the practice of empty talk is closely connected with the ultraleft line 
of Lin Biao and the “gang of four” and that if this line is not deeply 
criticized it will be difficult to put a stop to this practice. 


At present the tasks on the New Long March urgentiy require that we 

ema icipate our minds, and the Party Central Committee has many times called 
on us to do so. However, some comrades, when faced with new situations 
and new problems, do not study the situations or solve the problems ht 
oniy mouth “what is in books and do not deal with reality." Also, some 
comrades mistakenly think that democracy means indulging in loud and empty 
talk, believing that talking irrelevantly is emancipating the mind. 
Neither of these two situations accords with the ideological line of 
dialectical materialism. The emancipation of the mind must be put on a 
firm footing. Where is this firm footing? In his National Day speech, 
Comrade Ye Jianying pointed out: "The purpose of emancipating the mind 
is, in the final analysis, to unite the whole party and the whole nation 
in bringing about the four modernizations in a planned, realistic, and 
Systematic way.” 


Certain comrades who ardently love empty talk shoul< understand that at 
present the bringing about of the four modernizaticns “1 the great mother- 
land is an age-old dream of the Chinese nation, and wiil benefit succeed- 
ing generations. To complete this understanding, we cannot tarry or 
shout, but can only complete it bit by bit. 


We should not be unworthy of our predecessors’ trust and should be worthy 
of our successors’ expectations, and really use to the fullest every 
ounce of our strength! "Sitting down and  .alking--how about getting up 
and doing something!" This famous line of Comrade Zhou Enlai's ought 

to be our motto.

'SIWU LUNTAN' EDITOR COMMENTS ON 'DISSIDENTS,' DEMOCRACY

[Interview with Xu Wenli, editor in chief of Chinese dissident publication 
5 APRIL TRIBUNE, by Alain Jacob in Beijing: "Our Country Is Still Using 
the Same System as the USSR"--date not specified] 


[Text] Beijing--The 16th edition of SIWU LUNTAN [5 APRIL FORUM] has just 
been published and Mr Xu Wenli certainly intends to continue publication 
as long as he can. Liu Qing, one of the magazine's journalists, who was 
arrested last November is still awaiting trial as are Ren Wanding and Chen 
Lu, two representatives of the human rights alliance. ' 


The SIWU LUNTAN which was founded in November 1978 and whose title was 
chosen in memory of the incidents of 5 April 1976 at Tiananmen Square, 
is printed by stencil in a corner of one of the two small rooms where 
Mr Xu Wenli lives with his family and where he received us. Visitors of 
all ages knocked at the door during the interview, some asking for the 
latest issue of the journal and others to take part in the conversation 
or listen to it. 


The editor in chief of SIWU LUNTAN vigorously rejects the accusations 
levelled at the democratic movement's members concerning their contacts 
with foreigners. "We are all patriots," he said. "Many had the oppor- 
tunity to emigrate and have not done so because they want to devote them- 
selves to building their country." Mr Xu Wenli is shocked at te suggestion 
of "manipulation by foreign agents." He regards this accusation 1s a sign 
of a Soviet-type way of thinking in those who have made it. "Ther are," 
he stressed, "elements close to the USSR within the CCP, They disapprove 
of the Soviet Union's foreign policy but think its domestic policy is just 
and socialist. We do not deny the fact that from Stalin to Khrushchev and 
Brezhnev, economic progress has been achieved (in the USSR--Jacob note) 

and some reforms might be regarded as constructive. However these reforms 
have not altered relations between bureaucracy and the masses. On the 
domestic plane there are no forces capable of opposing the expansionist 
foreign policy. Oppression by the b.reaucrats and technocrats is preventing 
the masses from expressing their views on this question. 

















"Of course," Mr Xu Wenli repeated, "nobody in China supports Soviet foreign 
policy. However, since our whole system stems from the USSR the same system 
is still being used. Therefore who can guarantee that China will not one 
day become hegemonistic too?,.. We should not only oppose Soviet overseas 
aggression but also the Soviet system's internal anti-democratic practices." 


After this preliminary statement Mr Xu Wenli answered our questions and first 
those about himself. He is 36 years old, married with a 7-year old daughter 
and is an electrician--"not a technician or engineer," he specified. He 

was born in Anhui Province, son of a doctor and great grandson of an official 
in the old regime. After completing his secondary education he joined the 
army and was therefore not « "Red Guard" during the cultural revolution, 

He said he could have gone to university but preferred to pursue his "own 
studies," 


A Curbed Movement 
[Question] What is the present state of the der cratic movement? 


[Answer] Since the suppression of "democracy wall" and the sentencing of 
Wei Jingsheng the movement has been curbed. Many young people were deeply 
wounded by what happened and feel that their enthusiasm has been crushed. 
Publications are becoming few and far between but et the same time new 
publications are appearing in the provinces (in Anyang, Baoding and Shang- 
hai). Although they do not dare express their views freely, people do not 
think the movement could be completely suppressed. To be precise, after 
developing in the open it has gone underground. 


In addition more people are using official channels to talk about democ- 
racy.... In newly created publications (MODERN TIMES in Beijing, LAW AND 
DEMOCRACY, and STUDIES in Shanghai) some articles express ideas very similar 
to ours. 


[Question] In a recent report Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping apparently spoke 
of a plan to amend the constitution on the right to stick up dazibaos. What 
do you think of that? 


[Answer] I have indeed heard it said that he wants to suppress the "Great 
Four" (Note) (Reference to Article 45 of the Constitution which stipulates 
that "the citizens...have the right to resort to the free expression of 
opinions, to a broad exposition of ideas, broad debate and dazibao"--a 
poster in big characters). In my opinion it would be better not to mention 
this openly. 


[Question] You deny that you are "dissidents" like those in the USSR. How 
do you define your relationship to the regime and the CCP? 


[Answer] In China most of the young people in the democratic movement have 
a basically Marxist viewpoint. We want to make China a democratic and 
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socialist country. From a theoretical viewpoint our objectives are the 
same as those of the CCP. 


Furthermore the members of the democratic movement are young workers or 
intellectuals while in the USSR the "dissidents" are famous intellectuals. 
Nonetheless the objective of the young people in the democratic movement is 
a humanitarian socialism and therefore they have points in common with cer- 
tain movements in the USSR and with the Eurocommunists. 


However I do not like the word "dissident" which means "enemy" in China. 


[Question] I notice that you have pictures of Zhou Enlai and Mao Zedong 
in this room, What is your judgment of Chairman Mao? 


[Answer] Opinions in our movement differ on this subject. Personally, I 
think that Mao Zedong was a great man but he made serious mistakes. The 
fact that he was born among Chinese peasants played an important part in 
those mistakes. This tendency was not exclusive to Mao Zedong but was to 
be found in the whole party.... I agree with the theory that Mao's policy 
was right until the Eighth Party Congress (1956). However a large part of 
his later work was already present in his thought at that time. 


[Question] In your view what are the main obstacles to the practice of 
democracy in China? 





[Answer] The main obstacles are economic. Political democracy presupposes 
economic competition. If, for example, you are not pleased with your 
newspaper, you can buy another one. Not in China. 


Here, individual autonomy is very limited. The people have to eat and 
cannot rock the boat too much, However, competition would not necessarily 
be the same as it is in the capitalist countries. In Chinese society of the 
future it will be limited by the state plan. 


[Question] Does the low level of education found among the 800 million 
peasants not also constitue an obstacle to democracy? 


[Answer] Yes, but the peasants have a spontaneous leaning toward democracy. 
For the past 20 years they have opposed several centralizing stages in agri- 
cultural policy. The leaders are aware of that and that is why they are 
now agreeing to extend the peasants’ autonomy. 


[Question] What about the similarities ‘between the Chinese and Soviet 
systems? 


[Answer] This is a heavy burden for the democratic movement. It will take 
several generations to achieve scientific and democratic socialism, At the 
moment we are paving the way for the future. This is necessary in all 
spheres. It is vital to prepare the ground. 








[Question] What are the most serious human rights violations in China 
today? 


Answer] China is very sensitive about this question at the moment. Den 
Xiaoping refused to discuss it when he was in the United States. The 
situation has nothing cto do with the situation in the days of the "gang of 
four."' However I prefer to talk of “civil rights." Moreover if you men- 
tion “human rights" in China you are regarded as an agent of Carter. 


Some people claim that the important thing at the present time is to work 
and modernize the country. They say there will be time to discuss civil 
rights after that. At the moment we should not bother about affairs of 
state. In that case how could the people express their power?... Is the 
aim to turn the Chinese into people who can only work like the conveyor 
belt workers in Charlie Chaplin's Modern Times? What would be the point 
of having human intelligence? 


Ever since there has been a more open policy toward the outside world, 
Chinese intellectuals have been able to go abroad. Many have not returned. 
That is a very clear sign. A man who cannot think freely feels wounded. 
Only a minority are allowed to express their views. It is impossible to 
modernize the country unless you allow the intelligence of 1 billion in- 
dividuals to be developed. 


Therefore the problem of freedom of thought is more serious than that of 
physical attacks on the human being. However such attacks are very wide- 
spread in rural districts.... 


Carter is not going to solve this problem, We must rely on the Chinese 
people themselves to do so. 


A Major Obstacle 


[Question] A great deal is said about the "privileges" of the cadres. 
Do you think this is an important problem? Do you think it can be solved 
by the present campaign? 


[Answer] The problem of privileges is a major obstacle to the country's 
modernization and to the movement ior democracy. The leaders are aware of 
that.... 


However this problem cannot be solved by directives. For instance a recent 
rule states that those who use official cars must pay if they use the 
vehicle for private purposes. Will any chauffeur dare to demand money 
from his employer in this way? This is a typically stupid decision. 


It is wrong to say that all society's faults are due to the "gang of four." 
As if the mother of an extremely ugly child could pretend she did not give 
birth to it.... 
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What has produced the practice of privileges? Of course it is partly due 
to the influence of the old society but it is above all due to the present 
system. If our cadres are dismissed they have no redress, Therefore they 
take care to protect their personal power to safeguard their private 
interests.... 


Cadres must be replaced and monitored by the people and if they are sacked 
they must be able to find another job. Like teachers for instance, or like 
Mr Kissinger. 


However if privileges are extended there is a risk of a serious conflict 
with the people. Take housing for instance: A department chief with a 
small family has an apartment 70 sq meters to 80 sq meters. Workers 
however, sometimes live, boys and girls mixed, as many as 10 in a room no 
bigger than this. 


[Question] Several newspapers have recently spoken of a "crisis of con- 
viction" and a "crisis of comfidence” among the population. What are the 
reasons for this in your view? 


[Answer] This crisis certainly exists and not only among young people. 
I do not think it is a bad thing because it is bringing about a reappraisal. 


The main reason for this crisis is that many projects were not carried out 
in the past. This does not only apply to China, other socialist countries 
have encountered enormous problems in building their society. 


Things have been drifting since the fall of the "gang of four." People 
are better informed about the outside world. They are inevitably asking 
questions. It is repeatedly said that Marxist-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought 
set out the most just path but how can people help doubting this? 


It is important to examine the faults of the system, even in Marxist-Lenin- 
ism. The Eurocommunists have encountered this problem in seeking solutions 
suited to the conditions in their own countries. If the PCI had not made 
these changes it would not have so much influence in Italy. 


[Question] Does this crisis not also have a moral aspect? 


[Answer] Some moral crises are necessary. It is useful to make people 
understand that practices such as "getting in by the back door" must be 
eliminated since that leads to doubt in the cadres who resort to such 
methods although their job is to serve the people. 


Privileges are the cause of the moral crisis. If these privileges did not 
exist people would be less inclined to seek influential friends. However 
the circle of privileged people has been extended quantitatively since the 
days of the "gang of four."

[Text] Some grassroots-level units in our province have already begun dis- 
cussions on practice as the sole criterion of truth. Looking at the prac~- 
tical situation of these units, restudy of this lesson is actually very 
necessary and will play a clearly motivational role in helping grassroots- 
level cadres and masses smash the spiritual yoke of Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four,” liberate thinking, and correctly understand and resolutely carry 
out the spirit and policies of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee. To expand this discussion generally and thoroughly at 
the grassroots level, party committees at various levels must strengthen 
leadership, and leadership bodies and cadres especially must first of all 
restudy this lesson well. 


The matter is very clear. The attitudes that leadership bodies and cadres 
in leadership positions maintian toward this discussion, and whether or not 
the questions raised in the earlier discussion are clarified, are not only 
questions which concern leadership bodies and cadres themselves, but more 
importantly they concern whether or not an office, district, or country can 
operate in accordance with the policies and directions of the Third Plenary 
Session, as well as whether or not it is possible to extend to the grass- 
roots level the discussion of questions i ~ manner which demonstrates 
leadership and planning. Unless this discussion is conscientiously devel- 
oped among leadership bodies and cadres, attitudes of rigid and semirigid 
thinking are smashed, and the ideological line rectified, it will be 
impossible to adopt effective measures and go all out in grasping discussions 
at the grassroots level, and it will remain just a slogan. Under such 
conditions, even if discussion at the grassroots level begins, if there is 
uncertainty among the leaders or if some questions are not understood 
clearly, the questions raised in grassroots-level discussions cannot be 
correctly answered and the discussions cannot be deepened so as to obtain 
the expected results. When the subject of liberating thought comes up 
among grassroots-level cadres, someone often says, “If upper levels will 
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liberate, we will liberate." This, of course, is incorrect, because liber- 
ation of thought cannot depend on the attitude of the upper echelons. But 
seen from another perspective, how the thinking of leadership bodies and 
cadres is liberated has a considerable impact on the iower echelons. Either 
it promotes or it suppresses the liberation of thought below; some comrades 
say this, and frequently it means that the upper echelons have not liberated 
their thinking and that the leadership has fallen behind the masses. There 
is a certain sense to this point, too. It is clear that it is very necessary 
for leadership bodies and cadres to restudy this discussion of the criterion 
of truth conscientiously. It will help eliminate a situation in which 
"intermediate obstacles" still exist in some areas and will help promote 

the liberation of thought by the masses and leadership at all levels in the 
party, correct the ideological line and unify thinking from top to the bottom 
in the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Commit- 
tee and the Second Session of the Fifth National People's Congress, and truly 
hasten the four modernizations with one heart and mind. 


From the perspective of the actual situation among the leadership bodies 

and cadres, a discussion of the question of the criterion of truth is 
imperative. It should be said that the great majority of leadership com- 
rades understand the fundamental principle of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought--that practice is the only criterion of truth--and that they apply 
this principle to understand the directions and policies of the Third Plenary 
Session so their understanding will be correct and their attitude will be 
clear-cut and they can conscientiously carry out the spirit of the Third 
Plenary Session. However, among some leadership bodies and cadre teams, 

some comrades either do not have a good grasp of this fundamental principle, 
or else they say they do but as soon as they encounter a practical question 
they cannot handle it; thus, when they run into “left” or right disruptions, 
they vacillate. Such a situation not only causes leadership bodies and 
leaders no end of misgivings in the process of carrying out the directions 
and policies of the Third Plenary Session, but it must also create serious 
misgivings for them in the process of extending this discussion to the grass- 
roots level. 


For leadership bodies and cadres to restudy the lesson of the criterion of 
truth, the key is to resolve questions from the position of ideological 
understanding. First of all, there is fear of ideological confusion. 
Leadership in some places has been reluctant to let the masses begin dis- 
cussion of the question of the criterion of truth, and even when upper 
echelons want them to, they still politely refuse. They say that things 

are rather tranquil as they are, and if they let the masses begin to discuss 
the question of the criterion of truth, they are concerned lest in the dis- 
cussion of questions of theory, practice, and policy there will be a conten- 
tion of different opinions, and if they do not handle it well it will create 
ideological confusion. This is an erroneous viewpoint. In fact, in a whole 
series of questions of theory, practice, and policy, a sharp and violent 
struggle developed a long time ago between the correct line of Mao Zedong 
and the ultraleftist line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four." Because of 
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the influence of this struggle, there have for a long time been different 
ways of looking at this question among cadres and the masses. Should we 
close our eyes and not look at reality and avoid contradictions? The Party 
Central Committee has now called for discussion among the cadres and masses 
of the question of practice as the sole criterion of truth and has adopted 
an attitude of facing the matter squarely and resolving contradictions. 

This unquestionably is in conformity with the scientific attitude of Marxism. 
How are right and wrong or true and false differentiated in the various ways 
people look at questions of theory, policy, and practice (including histor- 
ical events and the lessons of historical experience)? One can rely only on 
socialist practice and weigh them only against the results of past practice. 
Everything that has been proven right through practice and experience is 
correct and should be upheld. Everything that has been proven wrong through 
practice and experience should be rejected. Only in this way can we truly 
arrive at unified thinking. On the other hand, if contradictions are 
avoided or the fundamental principle of practice as the sole criterion of 
truth is abondoned and everything is done "by the book," according to "old 
patterns,” and according to subjective thinking, it will be impossible to 
eliminate divisions and unify people's thinking under the banner of truth 
among the cadres and masses is not a "fountain of disorder," as some people 
think, but is the "root of creating order." 


Second, there is the fear of making a mistake. Some comrades go beyond 
simple class feelings and have not rid themselves of the restrictions of 

the modern superstitions that “every sentence is truth” and “one sentence 
takes the place of ten thousand" which were played up by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four." Thus, either intentionally or unintentionally, they oppose 
this discussion to hold high the banner of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought, always worried that establishing the authority of the theory of 
practice might deny the authority of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought 
and might "let the banner fall." They do not dare extend the discussion to 
the lower level cadres and masses because of these anxieties. These com- 
rades should first of all clearly distinguish the ‘ine between truly holding 
high and falsely holding high. Is considering the leader a god truly hold- 
ing high? Is considering the discussions of the revolutionary leaders as 
"holy writ" and not born of practical struggle or developed in practical 
struggle truly holding high? Is it holding high to consider Marxism-Leninism 
and Mao Zedong Thought as rigid teaching which can be applied universally 
without regard to changes in time, place, and conditions? Whether or not 
Marxism accepts the authority of the theory of practice, is it holding high 
for one to deny the authority of the theory of practice? Dialectical 
materialists believe that to adopt the above attitudes toward the teachers 
of the proletarian revolution and their theories just happens to violate the 
most fundamental principles of Marxism. Not only is it not truly holding 
high, but quite the contrary, it is criticism of revolutionary teachers and 
the trampling of their theories. From Marx and Lenin right down to Chairman 
Mao, they all opposed this kind of religious attitude toward themselves 

and their teachings many times and throughout struggled with this kind of 
religious superstition. In the history of our party, the dogmatists, 
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represented by Wang Ming, advertised themselves as "100 percent bolsheviks" 
who truly were holding high the banner of Marxism-Leninism, and they 
denounced Chairman Mao for proceeding from the practice of the Chinese 
revolution and creatively applying the general principles of Marxism-Leninism 
in the correct theory and advocacy of Chinese revolutionary practice. How- 
ever, practice proved that the one holding high the banner of Marxism- 
Leninism was Chairman Mao and not Wang Ming. If at that time we had relied 
on Wang Ming's "holding high," Marxism-Leninism would have been ruined in 
China and the proletarian revolution also would have been ruined in China. 
Similarly, if today we relied on the “holding high" of Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four," Mao Zedong Thought would be ruined in our time and so would 
the Four Modernizations. It was in order to keep this from happening that 
discussion of the question of the criterion of truth was begun inside and 
outside the party and among the cadres and masses to restore the original 
appearance of the scientific system of Mao Zedong Thought, which was left 

in a shambles by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," to teach the party com- 
rades and the cadres and masses to establish a scientific attitude toward 
Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and to use Marxism-Leninism and Mao 
Zedong Thought even better to direct the practice of the Four Modernizations. 


Third, there is the fear of bother. Some comrades worry lest in grassroots- 
level discussion of the question of the criterion of truth, grassroots-level 
cadres and masses will use practice to test the words of the leaders and the 
instructions of the upper echelons, and this might create a situation in 
which no one listens to the leaders, thus causing a great deal of trouble 
in leadership work. In the past, under the influence of the ultraleftist 
line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four,” some comrades lacked a democratic 
work style and were accustomed to “you do what I say,” and the lower eche- 
lons and masses could only obey without raising any objectives. The lower 
echelons were also accustomed to "I'll do whatever the upper echelons say." 
Everything was copied word for word and done as transmitted, without consid- 
ering the practical situation where they were located. Thus the work style 
of subjectivism and coercion and commandism developed. Discussion of the 
question of practice as the sole criterion of truth is just the prescription 
to cure this subjectivism, careerism, and commandism of leadership, and at 
the same time it will provide the masses with a weapon to resist this abomin- 
able behavior. In terms of improving the work style and method of leader- 
ship and leading the masses better to realize the Four Modernizations, this 
is a good thing and not a bad thing. It used to be that in doing leadership 
work, the ideological line of dialectical materialism had to be upheld with- 
out trying to simplify or fearing great effort, just as Chairman Mao pointed 
out: "Materialism and the dialectical method require effort; they should be 
based on objective reality and subjected to the test of objective reality. 
Without effort they can slip into idealism and become academic." It is 
quite natural of course for the masses not to obey the arbitrary and 
impractical subjectivist orders which run counter to objective reality and 
which cause them a lot of trouble and will not let them work smoothly. But 
the masses will respond wholeheartedly, immediately, and without delay to 
correct orders which proceed from practice and seeking truth from facts.

It is evident that the point of view which considers that if the masses 
hold the weapon of practice as the sole criterion of truth they will not 
listen to what leaders say or do what they are told is a distortion brought 
on by the influence of subjectivism and academism which the leaders then- 
selves have not eliminated from their thinking and work style. 


In some leadership bodies and leadership cadres there are such anxieties-- 
mainly the question of individual ideological understanding and the question 
that the influence of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" has not been completely 
eliminated. But all leadership bodies which have these anxieties just hap- 
pen to be the ones in which the discussion of practice as the sole criterion 
of truth has not been conscientiously carried out. The facts have already 
proved that in every place where the question of the criterion of truth has 
been discussed well, the people have been able to think through questions 
they had not been able to understand before, and many anxieties have been 
eliminated, thought liberated, spirits lifted, and understanding gradually 
unified in the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee and the Second Session of the Fifth National People's Congress. 
Thus, those leadership bodies and cadres who still have reservations about 
extending the discussion to the grassroots level without harming themselves 
should also conscientiously start discussing and make an effort to restudy 
this lesson well. Situations develop rapidly, now. These leadership bodies 
and cadres should squarely face the situation whereby they have fallen behind 
the present circumstances and behind the masses, and whereby they can no 
longer glance left and right, shilly-shally, and bungle opportunities. If 
we restudy this lesson well, rouse ourselves to catch up, and rapidly open 
the gate to the liberation of thought, then we certainly will be able to 
forcefully and vigorously promote discussion at the grassroots level. And 
along with the broadening and deepening of this discussion, this will also 
greatly promote the establishment in various places and battle lines of the 
spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee and 
the Second Session of the Fifth National People's Congress. (12 August,

Thirdly, widespread education was given to personnel who had participated in 
the three supports’ and two militaries’. In dealing with complaints from 
each individual comrade, the division party committee organized them to study 
the purpose of our army and related documents, taught them to look at the 
work of the three supports’ and two militaries’ from all sides and to take 

a correct view of their shortcomings and mistakes and called upon them 

to take positive initiatives to coordinate with the organizations in doing 

a good job in their work.

MAO ANYING'S DEATH IN KOREAN WAR RECALLED

[Excerpts] Following the conclusion of the first counterattack on the 
Korean battlefield, the Chinese People's Volunteers High Command moved to 
Taeyudong. At that time, we had no air force to counter the savage 
attacks of the enemy aircraft, and only very few anti-aircraft guns. 

For this reason, air defense was a big problem. But Comrade Peng Dehuai 
never took the enemy aircraft seriously, and all were concerned about 

his safety. Knowing so well about his courage and selfless spirit, the 
Party central authorities and Chairman Mao cabled the CPV party committee, 
charging it with the responsibility of assuring the safety of Comrade Peng 
Dehuai. The party committee conducted a careful study behind the back of 
Comrade Peng Dehuai, and enjoined the duty of his safety on Deputy Com- 
mander Hong Xuezhi. 


Deputy Commander Hong Xuezhi made arrangements to establish a simple com- 
mand post equipped with a telephone in a mountaincave behind the high 
command premises. But because it was impossible to hang up a map inside 
that cave, making it difficult to assume command over the Second Campaign 
which was in hot progress, Comrade Peng Dehuai refused to use that cave 
as his command post. When Comrade Hong Xuezhi tried to prevail on him to 
accept the idea, he broke into hot temper. 


On the morning, four enemy mustangs flew over at daybreak, circling at 
low altitude over Taeyudong. Comrade Peng Dehuai who had worked the 
whole evening was still up, and Comrade Mao Anying who was at his side 
asked him to go to the mountain cave behind the premises to take shelter. 
Comrade Peng Dehuai glanced at the map hanging there and said nothing. 
Reading his mind very well, Comrade Mao Anying said: "You go first, Sir, 
and I will take the map over immediately..." 


Before he finished that sentence, however, a long burst of machinegun 
fire with earsplitting noise was heard from above, rattling the windows 
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and causing plasters to fall from the ceiling. Turning a deaf ear to 
all this, Comrade Peng Dehuai did not even raise his eyes from the map. 
He walked slowly with hands behind his back, sinking into deep thought, 
completely oblivious of the deafening aircraft and machinegun fire 
noises. While Comrade Mao Anying was at a loss as to what to do, the 
door flung open and in dashed Deputy Commander Hong Xuezhi and a few 
guards who helped Mao Anying to push Comrade Peng out to the cave.

[Text] Since last year, the party committee of a certain division of 
Shanghai Garrison has successively organized 128 mass discipline inspection 
teams to go into companies to inspect their implementation of the "three 
rules of discipline and the eight points for attention" and to promote them 
in strengthening discipline and making strict demands on themselves.

HAINAN REPORTS PROGRESS, PROBLEMS IN PUBLIC ORDER

[Excerpts] According to HAINAN RIBAO, the counties in Hainan and Haikou 
Municipality have seriously implemented the spirit of the national and 
provincial conferences on public order and launched the masses to tidy up 
social order and hit at the arrogance of criminal elements. Initial results 
have been achieved. The state of social order is now gradually turning for 
the better. There has been a decrease in criminal cases, traffic safety 
has greatly improved, sinister trends such as feudal superstitions and 
gambling have been curbed to a certain extent, illegal activities of 
destroying mountain forests have been basically stopped, and there has 
been a notable decline in crimes of violence. 


A major robbery of 60,000 yuan occurred at the Dan County (Fuhe) office of 
the People's Bank of China on the evening of 11 December. This case involved 
collusion between bank employees and criminals. The provincial, regional 
and county public security organs rapidly organized forces, and leading 
cadres personally led the detectives to investigate on the spot and seriously 
analyze the case.

STRENGTHENING HIGHER SCHOOLS’ PARTY COMMITTEES URGED 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 16 Dec 79 p 1 


{Editorial: “Improve and Strengthen the Party's Leadership in Schools of 
Higher Learning") 


[Text] Recently, the Shanghai CCP Municipal Committee called a work confer- 
ence of schools of higher learning and discussed particularly the problem 
during the new period of development, of how to improve and strengthen the 
party's leadership of higher schools in order to shift as quickly as possi- 
ble the focus of work and train for the country more and better talents to 
build the four modernizations. We believe that through this conference, 

the higher schools of Shanghai will put a new appearance on their work. 


The conference uses the weapon that practice is the only criterion for test- 
ing truth, reviews and sums up the work of higher schools through the past 
30 years. Our experience of and lessons learned from these 30 years show 
that the key to successfully running the schools of higher learning lies in 
the party's correct leadership, that the school party committees should car- 
ry out the correct ideological and political line and unflinchingly take 
education as their central work. Since the downfall of the "gang of four," 
our practice has also proved that to cope with the shifting of the focus of 
work and train more and better talents, it is necessary to further truly in- 
prove and strengthen the leadership of higher schools’ party committees. 


How to improve and strengthen the leadership of higher schools’ party conm- 
mittees? One of the important links is to further change the campaign-type 
leadership method, lead the schools according to the law of education and 
correctly carry out the policies of the party. During the period of the 
Great Cultural Revolution and a period previous to it, the higher schools, 
like all other units, took class struggle as the main line, frequently laun- 
ched political movements and turned the institutes of learning and scien- 
tific research into battlegrounds of internal strife. The voice of reading 
was silenced by the “rumbling gunfire." Under such circumstances, the party 
committees were accustomed to adopting the campaign-type leadership method. 
On many matters, they raised a hue and cry, paid attention only to formal- 
ities and directed school work by holding meetings. As seen from the prac- 
tical results, this way of doing things violated the law of education and 
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brought about serious damage and loss to the cause of higher education. 
Above all, the higher schools have their central task of training more and 
better talents for our country, that is, cultivating a large number of spe- 
cialized personnel equipped with virtue and talent and having socialist 
consciousness as well as modern scientific and cultural knowledge, includ- 
ing a number of outstandingly first-rate experts at home and abroad. All 
work of the schools, including ideological and political work and logistics 
service, should closely go around this central task and never depart from 
it to do something else. To strengthen and improve the party's leadership 
means to better accomplish this central task of training more and better 
talents for our country. For this reason, the higher school party commit- 
tees must lead their schools by following the law of education, assume a 
scientific attitude and carry out exceedingly penetrating and meticulous 
work. Such a casual and even habitual campaign-type leadership method of 
the past cannot cope with our requirements of the current situation and 
tasks. To shift as quickly as possible the focus of the party's work and 
catch up with the rapidly developing situation, we must make our determina- 
tion to change the style and method of leadership, free ourselves from end- 
less meetings and paper work, go among the masses and into the reality, ex- 
ercise face-to-face leadership at the basic level, run schools scientific- 
ally and democratically, adopt a democratic leadership method for study and 
discussion and push forward the development of education and the work of 
scientific research. 


To improve and strengthen the leadership of higher schools’ party committees, 
it is also necessary to solve the problem of how, under the new situation, 
can the party committees successfully run their schools and manage teaching 
and learning and scientific research, further overcome all phenomena of mak- 
ing no distinction between party affairs and the administration by taking 
everything into one's own hands, bring fully into play the positive role of 
experts in running schools and enable them to truly have authority and re- 
sponsibility in the work of leadership over education and research. Due to 
the fact that in the past the schools took launching political movements as 
their central task, a tendency gradually appeared for the party secretaries 
to take command in all affairs, the party committees monopolized everything, 
and there was no distinction between the party and the adwinistration. Since 
the Party Central Committee called for the shifting of the focus of the par- 
ty’'s work, the higher schools’ party committees have made much improvement 
in their work; however, the tendency to make no distinction between the par- 
ty and the administration still persists everywhere. In some schools, the 
party committee makes a decision on all matters irrespective of their in- 
portance. Even for the transfer of a common cadre, the screening of a film, 
the assignment of a room in a dormitory and the publication of a copy of 
teaching material for reference, all must be referred to the party committee 
for approval. This not only fails to bring into play the role of the admin- 
istration and other offices, but also actually weakens the leadership of 

the party. As far as current conditions are concerned, it is necessary to 
truly enforce, under the leadership of party committees, the system of di- 
vided responsibilities of the presidents of the schools of higher learning. 
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The purpose of enforcing this system is to fully bring into play the role 

of the intellectuals and develop in a still better way our cause of educa- 
tion. In coordination with the divided responsibility system of the school 
presidents, the departmental level should also try gradually to introduce 

a responsibility system of the heads of departments. At present, many ex- 
perts and professors have taken up the leading jobs of schools and depart- 
ments; however, this is only the first step toward bringing into play the 
role of experts. It is necessary to further solve the problem of how to 
give play correctly to the role of experts. The higher schools’ party com 
mittees should give free scope to their role of administration, assist and 
support the experts and professors to do their work well, enable them to 
have real authority and responsibility in their work of leadership in edu- 
cation and research, and encourage and induce them to emancipate their minds, 
proceed from reality, boldly look for and create various effective forms and 
methods of education, be good at studying new scientific theories and con- 
ducting scientific experiments, run the special courses, departments and 
schools with remarkable results and make greater contributions to the train- 
ing of talents for the four modernizations. Having authority and responsi- 
bility does not mean that all matters irrespective of their importance will 
be pushed over to and dealt with by the experts, who will be compelled to 
attend endless meetings and busily sign all kinds of documents and reports 
the whole day, becoming new “experts of attending meetings." This would 
turn professionals into laymen, in contradiction to the party's original 
idea of having experts take up the work of leadership. When experts take 

up the leadership, they must make use of their expertise and play their role 
of leadership and organization in the work of education and scientific re- 
search, and their role of leading the way in academic study. Therefore, it 
is absolutely necessary to minimize the experts; specific work in administra- 
tive affairs and concurrent jobs, equip them with good academic assistants 
and administrative secretaries, and provide them with the necessary guaran- 
tee of logistics service. 


To improve and strengthen the leadership of higher schools’ party committees, 
while overcoming the tendency of party committees to monopolize everything 
and make no distinction between party and administrative affairs, it is also 
necessary to resolutely overcome the tendency of party committees to pay no 
attention to party affairs. Superficially, it seems contradictory that the 
party committees monopolize everything and yet pay no attention to party 
affairs; however, in essense, they are the two interrelated aspects of one 
thing. The party committees make no distinction between the major and minor 
issues and handle all matters irrespective of their importance and this will 
certainly dissipate the energy of the leadership and create a situation where 
the party committees cannot pay full attention to party affairs. To shift 
the focus of the party's work, the higher schools' party committees must con- 
tinuously strengthen the ideological and organizational discipline of the 
party and, first of all, grasp vigorously the discipline of leading groups 

at all levels, and give play fully to the role of the party organization as 

a fighting bastion, and to the role of party members as exemplary vanguards. 
The higher schools’ party committees, mainly through their ideological and 
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political work and by giving full play to the exemplary role of the members 
of the Communist Party, arouse the enthusiasm and initiative of all the 
teachers, staff members and workers of the schools to insure the implemen- 
tation of the party's line and policies, and to insure the fulfillment of 
the tasks of education and scientific research. For this reason, the high- 
er schools should take education as their central task and give play fully 
to the role of experts. It is certainly not the case that the party should 
forsake the work of schools, and its ideological and political work be dis- 
pensable; on the contrary, the party committees should grasp firmly the 
work of education and advancement of the party members, continuously strength- 
en their ideological and political work and have it infiltrate the various 
fields of education, scientific research and spare~-time activities. Only 
by doing so can they truly give play ideologically and politically to their 
role of leadership. 


To improve and strengthen the leadership of the higher schools’ party com- 
mittees, we will be required to make a success of our work vigorously and 
effectively. We should take Comrade Ye Jianying's [5509 0494 5391] speech 
on the 30th anniversary of the founding of the People's Republic as our 
guidance, further penetratingly criticize the ultra-left line of Lin Bao and 
the “gang of four," uphold this Marxist fundamental principle that “practice 
is the only criterion of testing truth,” continuously study the new situa- 
tion, solve new problems, make efforts in renovation and have courage for 
creation. We should be determined to reform, stand firm to create, and there- 
fore, must learn the experience and lessons of the history of our cause of 
higher education by seeking truth from facts, develop whatever was correct 
in the past 17 years, reject certain shortcomings and mistakes of these 17 
years and also adopt the good things of foreign countries.

[Text] The 1979 No 6 issue of the BEIJING TEACHER UNIVERSITY JOURNAL carried 
an article written by Mao Lirui entitled "A Preliminary Probe Into the 
‘Pedagogy’ of Confucianists." The article spoke highly of the "pedagogy" 
of Confucianists, saying that it occupies a top position in the history of 
education in the world. Confucianists summarized the process of teaching 
and learning and generalized it in this way: "“Learn--deliberate-~act." 
To “learn” mainly refers to the study of indirect knowledge. Knowledge 
forms the foundation ef thoughts. Confucianists also put forward certain 
pedagogic principles which had been tested through long-term practice. 

In fact there is a coincidence between these Confucianist principles and 
materialism and dialectics. 


These pedagogic principles include the following: rectify one's attitude 
toward study: one should be enthusiastic about and enjoy study; one should 
persevere with his study and be assiduous and should not abandon himself to 
despair. Provide education in time: it is necessary to offer educational 
opportunities to people in a timely fashion by suiting teaching materials 

to the age and level of intellectual development of the students. Recapitu- 
late the fundamentals after helping the students acquire broad learning, 
enabling them to gain a mastery of a wide range of knowledge and simultaneously 
arrive at brief conclusions about things. Combine study with deliberation: 
the Confucianists held that “study without deliberation confuses one while 
deliberation without enough study leads one nowhere." The Confucianists 

also considered “raising doubts or knotty questions” to be an important factor 
in achieving good results in deliberation through inspirational teaching 
methods. This is an essential question and a principle in the Confucianist 
"pedagogy." Carry out inspiratory education: Confucius said: "I do not 
instruct the uninterested; I do not help those who fail to try hard." Mencius 
also said: “Draw the bow without shooting, just indicate the motions." They 
all meant that it is imperative to prod students into independent thinking 
and let them get into the habit of active deliberation; proceed in an 

orderly manner and step by step: teachers should use the inspiratory method 
and follow the sequence of teaching materials already well arranged and 
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carry on teaching and learni ,ccording to plan by starting with the easiest 
things and those that are most familiar to the students and ending at the 
most difficult topics and things that are hardest for the students to 
comprehend. Teach in accordance with the student aptitudes: it is necessary 
to get a grasp of the ambitions and abilities of students and adapt teaching 
to the individual student's special features so as to give full scope to his 
abilities. Combine interest with endeavor: the Confucianists considered 
that “diligence greatly contributes to the mastery of one's profession and 
indolence is detrimental to one's progress; meticulous preparations lead to 
success and negligence can be the cause of failure." Therefore, the 
Confucianists requested their students to study assiduously, while also 
paying special attention to stimulating the students’ interest in study. 
Review the past to gain new insights into new situations: that is to say, 
"It is pleasant to repeat constantly what we have learned," or "it pays to 
recapitulate what we learned in the past." Teach benefiting teachers and 
students alike: this was an original Confucianist idea. They said that 
"teaching" and “learning” are complementary, and that while "the students" 
have to learn from the "teachers," the teachers also need to learn from 

the students with an aim to improving themselves, combine knowledge with 
conduct, or in the modern way of saying things, integrate theory with 
practice. Pay attention to the process of study: they advocated: "Listen 
with your ears, learn by heart, conduct the actions of your limbs with the 
knowledge you acquire and give expression to your learning both while you 
are sitting still at work or moving around.” Be respectful to the teachers 
and make friends with others: the Confucianists advocated according a high 
position to teachers and being congenial and cordial to friends and stressed 
the importance of discretion in one's choice of teachers and friends.

[Text] In 1964, our theoretical circle unfolded a discussion on the problems 
of "dividing one into two" and “two combining into one." Due to the sabotage 
of people like that "theoretical authority" and Guan Feng [7070 6912], this 
academic discussion became a political criticism of "combining two into one." 
During the Cultural Revolution, Lin Biao and the "Gang of Four" carried out 
ruthless political persecution against comrades who upheld the theory of "two 
combining into one" or agreed with certain viewpoints of the theory. The 
criticism of the theory of "two combining into one" is a false political case. 
However, I think the theory of “two combining into one" should be discussed 
and appraised on the basis of facts according to the spirit of developing 
democracy and “letting the hundred schools contend." It is my view that the 
theory of "two combining into one" is not a metaphysical proposition. How- 
ever, it is not an overall generalization of the law of unity of opposites. 

It is a generalization of the first meaning of the identity of contradictions. 


I. How to Understand the Discussion of "Two Combining Into One" in the Marx- 
ist Classics? 


The authors of the Marxist classics not only did not deny “two combining | co 
one," but actually discussed it. However, the authors of the Marxist classics 
discussed "two combining into one" in the sense of the identity of contradic- 
tions and not as an overall generalizationof the law of the unity of opposites. 


Marx said: "The coexistence, struggle and merging into a new category of the 
two aspects of a contradiction is the essence of dialectical movement." (Marx 
and Engels,"Collected Works,"Vol 4, p 146). What Marx was talking about was 
the unity and struggle of two opposing aspects of a contradiction which pro- 
mote the development of things. This is the essence of dialectical movement. 
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If there is any idea of "two combining into one," it only refers to the 
identity of contradictions of the coexisting aspects of a contradiction, 
(strictly speaking, it is the first meaning of the identity of contradiction, 
that is, the two aspects of a contradiction coexist in a single entity. From 
Marx’ statement one cannot come to the conclusion that "two combining into 
one” is the essence of dialectics. 


When talking about the dialectical relationship between production and con- 
sumption, Marx directly talked about "two combining into one": "The direct 
identity of combining production and consumption into one and vice versa 

does not rule out their direct opposition." (Marx and Engels, "Selected Works," 
Vol 2 p 93). It is obvious that here "two combining into one" refers to the 
identity of production and consumption. It does not include struggle or rule 
out the propensity for struggle. Thus it can be seen that "two combining 

into one" is noi. the generalization of the law of unity of opposites, nor is 

it a metaphysical proposition. 


Engels called the law of the unity of opposites as the "law of interpermea- 
bility of opposites." (Ibid., Vol 3, p 484). The team "Opposites" refers 
here to the propensity for the struggle of contradictions and "interpemeabil- 
ity" refers to the identity of contradictions. One still cannot find the 
meaning of “two combining into one" in Engels’ statement. It is not confinc- 
ing for people to quote this sentence from Engels to illustrate that "two com- 
bining into one" is the generalization of the law of the unity of opposites. 


Lenin said: Things (phenomenon and so forth) are the sum total and identities 
of opposite aspects." (Lenin, "Collected Works," Vol 38, p 238) Here Lenin 
was talking about the unity and opposites of things (that is, contradictions). 


Stalin said: "Since the beginning of time, the world has been structured as 
follows: slave and slave owners, serfs and serf owners, peasants and land- 
lords, workers and capitalists, the exploited and the exploiters and so forth" 
(Stalin, "Collected Works,'' Vol 6, p 43). Here, comrade Stalin was also talk- 
ing about the first meaning of the identity of contradictions, that is, the 
two aspects of a contradiction coexisting in a single entity. This is similar 
to what comrade Mao Zedong said: "The fact is that no contradictory aspect 
can exist in isolation.... Without landlords, there would be no tenant-peas- 
ants; without tenant-peasants, there would be no landlords. Without the bour- 
geoisie, there would be no proletariat; without the proletariat, there would 
be no bourgeoisie. Without imperialist oppression of nations, there would be 
no colonies or semicolonies; without colonies or semicolonies, there would be 
no imperialist oppression of nations. It is so with all opposites; in given 
conditions, on the one hand they are opposed to each other, and on the other 
they are interconnected, interpenetrating, interpermeating and interdependent, 
and this character is described as identity." Thus it can be seen that the 
"two combining into one" here also refers to the first meaning of the identity 
of contradiction. 














(HKO706408] II. Has "Two Combining Into One" Fully and Accurately Summarized 
the Law of Unity of Opposites? 


Comrade Yang Xianghen [2799 3759 3791] believed that both "two combining into 
one" and “one divides into two" are manifestations of the law of unity of op- 
posites. They are one and the same thing proposed in different ways. Com- 
rade Yang Xianzhen affirmed that "one divides into two" is the generalization 
of the law of the unity of opposites. I agree with this viewpoint. However, 
comrade Yang Xianzhen put "two combining into one" and "one divides into" on 
the same par and regarded both as the generalization of the law of the unity 
of opposites. This lacks sufficient theoretical support and I cannot agree 
with it. 


The article by comrade Zhang Chihua [1728 0796 4578] entitled"'Two Combining 
Into One’ is a manifestation of the law of unity of opposites" (published in 
SHENUI KEXUE ZHANXIAN [SOCIAL SCIENCES FRONT[, No 2, 1979), basically agrees 
with comrade Yang Xianzhun's viewpoints. The article by Zhang said: "In 
terms of meaning, ‘two combining into one’ and ‘one divides into two' can be 
regarded as totally identical. Both express the meaning that the opposite 
aspects inside things are a unity of opposites." "Combining two into one" 

not only includes the identity of contradictions within things, it also in- 
cludes the propensity for struggle of contradictions within things." However, 
Zhang's article also lacks adequate scientific proof with regard to this view- 
point. It only cited a few quotations from the authors of the classics and 
made some personal comments. 


The article by Yang Qi [2799 3825] entitled "On 'Two Combining Into One'" 
(published in JIAOXUE YU YENJIU [TEACHING AND RESEARCH], No 4, 1979) does 
not explicitly say that "two combining into one" is the generalization of 
the law of the unity of opposites. However, judging from the first point 

of part two of his article, he was affirming the following viewpoint by conm- 
rade Yang Xianzhen: "What is the unity of opposites? There is the old 
Chinese saying of ‘two combining into one.' Its meaning is ‘two combining 
into one’ and it is synonymous with ‘one divides into two'." Comrade Yang 
Qi believed that "one divides into two" is a general law as is "two combining 
into one." This viewpoint is too obscure. Judging from the view that the 
identity of contradictions is general, the proposition that "two combining 
int one” is a general law holds. However, if judged from the full sense of 
the law of the unity of opposites, it is worth discussing whether "two com- 
bining into one" is a general law. Comrade Yang Qi also said that “one 
divides into two" and "two combining into one" are each manifestations of 
different sides of the law of the unity of opposites." This argument seems 
to imply that "one divides into two" manifests the aspect of a propensity 
for struggles of the law of the unity of opposites while "two combining into 
one" manifests the aspect of "identity" of the law of the unity of opposites. 
This argument contradicts the arguments of comrade Yang Xianzhen which he 
affirmed above. The overall spirit of comrade Yang Xianzhen's discussion 

is that "two combining into one" is not a metaphysical proposition and I agree 
with this basic spirit. 
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With regard to the problem of whether “two combining into one" is the gen- 
eralization of the law of the unity of opposites, I basically agree with 
the articles by comrade Meng Xianjun [1322 2009 0193] and Luo Zhao [5012 
STC for second character not available] (both are in ZHEXUE YANJIU, No 8, 
1979). The article by Meng held that “two combining into one" gave expres- 
sion to identity while the article by Luo held that "two combining into one 
cannot fully illustrate the theory of the unity of opposites. 


From the discussions of Marxist classic writers mentioned above, it can be 
seen that these authors did not regard "two combining into one” as the gen- 
eralization of the law of the unity of opposites. The proposition of “two 
combining into one" did not include the particularity of contradictions nor 
has it demonstrated any concrete problem or analysis. It is obvious that the 
proposition of "two combining into one" has not included the propensity for 
struggle of contradictions. Even the second meaning of the identity oi con- 
tradiction, that is the opposing aspects of a contradiction will transfor 
into each other, has not been included. The proposition of "two combining 
into one" emphasizes the “combination,” "unity," "“interpermeability," "in- 
separable connections," “common point or common demand" and so forth of the 
opposing aspects of a contradiction. These obviously cannot include the 
uniqueness of contradiction, the propensity for struggle of a contradiction, 
nor is the idea of the opposing aspects of a contradiction transforming into 
each other illustrated. Meanwhile, the proposition of "two combining into 
one" also cannot become our general method of thinking and knowing and chang- 
ing the world. Of course, this proposition to a certain extent, still has 
its positive significance for our knowing and changing the world. It is still 
useful for opposing the metaphysical inclination to reject the identity of a 
contradiction. 


{HKO70414] IIL. Is "Two Combining Into One" a Dialectical Proposition? 


It is my belief that "two combining into one" will become a dialectical 
proposition instead of a metaphysical one if we regard it as the generalization 
of the first meaning of the identity of contradiction. However, the truth will 
become falsehood if it goes one step fur.her. If we treat “two combining into 
one" as the generalization of the law of the unity of opposites, by summing up 
the law of the unity of opposites as "two combining into one," we will fall 
into the quagmire of metaphysics. Here, the following questions should be 
clarified: 


First, we must look at the problem of understanding the word "combine." 


"Two combining into one" refers to the word "combine." It concerns the "com- 
position,” "formation" and "constitution" of the two aspects of a contradic- 
tion into a single entity. It is of course correct to say that the word "com- 
bining" in "two combining into one" refers to the coexistence of the two as- 
pects of a contradiction in a single entity if it is understood from the first 
meaning of the identity of a contradiction. In this sense, the word "com- 
bining" in "two combining into one” should not be identified with the theory 
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of reconciling contradictions and the theory of class compromises. The 
identity of contradictions does not rule out the propensity for struggle of 
contradictions. Similarly, the word "combining" in "two combining into one" 
also does not rule out the struggle of contradictions. In the past, the so- 
called criticism by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" of “two combining into 
one" was actually making an issue of the word "combining" and exaggerating 

it. They charged that the theory of “two combining into one" was "recon- 
ciling contradictions," “combining” the proletarian class with the capital- 
ists, "combining" Marxism with revisionism and "combining" socialism with 
imperialism and social imperialism." ("'The Theory of Two Combining Into One' 
is a reactionary philosophy to restore capitalism," HONGQI, No 3, 1971). They 
were really trumping up charges to condeawn other people. 


However, if "two combining into one" is treated as the generalization of the 
law of the unity of opposites it will mean that the law of the unity of 
opposites is the same as “two combining into one." That means there will be 
"combining" while excluding the struggle of opposites. Then it will incline 
toward "the theory of the reconciliation of contradictions" and "the theory 
of class compromise." 


Second, we must look at the problem of comprehending “common points" and 
"seeking common ground while reserving differences." 


Comrade Yang Xianzhen said: "Dialectics is the study of how opposing as- 
pects can reach an identity. This identity refers to something in common. 
The way in which something in common is discovered.... is what we called 
seeking common ground while reserving differences, or both sides finding a 
common point." "Identity refers to the common point." This problem should 
be analyzed in relation to concrete situations. We believe that the identity 
of contradiction contains "common points.” However, such an identity cannot 
be summarized as “common points." If there are no common points between the 
two aspects of a contradiction, such unrelated aspects cannot be put together 
and constitute a contradiction. Furthermore, the "common points" of the two 
aspects of a contradiction primarily refer to the first meaning of the iden- 
tity of contradictions. (Of course, the first meaning of the identity of 
contradictions cannot be summarized as "common points.") The second meaning 
of identity of contradictions refers to the transformation into each other 

of the two aspects of a contradiction under given conditions. Here, there 

is no problem of "common point" or "seeking common ground, while reserving 
differences." If one still has to "seek common ground while retaining dif- 
ferences," how can there be any transformation of contradictions? 


We should simply criticize "common points" and "seeking common ground while 
reserving differences" as the theory of class compromise and the line of class 
capitulationism. The "common" of the identity of contradictions and "common 
points" are not in the same category with the unity of class interests in 
politics. The one should not be equated with the other. The "common points" 
of the two aspects of an actual contradiction should be analyzed with refer- 
ence to the concrete situation. Take social contradictions as an example. 





Contradictions among the people generally refer to “contradictions founded 

on the basic unity of interests of the people.” "Basic unity" means basi- 
cally identical. However, there are also differences which prevent it from 
being exactly identical. There are still differences in concrete interests, 
otherwise there will be no contradictions among the people. From the stand- 
point of class interests, a contradiction between enemies and friends refers 
to basically diametric contradictions. [HKO70436] However, for certain con- 
crete problems, there can be certain temporary “common points” under specific 
conditions of time and place. Therefore, for certain specific problems, it 
is permissible for the proletariat and the revolutionary people to tactically 
“seek common ground while reserving differences" with class enemies or coun- 
tries having different systems. This is not capitulationism but flexibility 
of proletarian policies. 


However, if the identity of contradictions is summarized as “common points” 
and both sides retain no differences, then it will be metaphysical identity 
instead of the concrete identity of contradictions of dialectics. "Common" 
is only one of the meanings of the identity of contradictions. It is not the 
full meaning of the identity of contradictions. 


Third, we must look at the problem of how to understand the phrase “inseparably 
connected." 


Comrade Yang Xianzhen said: "The unity of opposites is inseparableness. It 
is two opposing and inseparable things composed together." "What we meant by 
the unity of opposite aspects and the identity of contradictions is that the 
two opposing aspects are inseparably connected." This problem should also be 
analyzed with reference to the concrete situations. 


We should not oversimplify the problem and criticize the proposition that "the 
two opposing aspects are inseparably connected" as mere metaphysics. Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four" criticized “the opposing aspects are inseparably 
connected" by divorcing the two aspects of a contradiction. This, in itself, 
is one example of the rampant expressions of metaphysics. 


If “the two opposing aspects are inseparably connected" is realistically under- 
stood as the first meaning of the identity of contradictions, it will be a 
dialectical proposition instead of a metaphysical one. The two aspects of 

a contradiction is always interconnected and cannot exist independently. 
Otherwise, they cannot constitute a contradiction. If the two aspects of a 
contradiction are separated and have no connection, there cannot be any iden- 
tity. However, the identity of contradictions cannot be summarized merely 

as "the two aspects of a contradiction are inseparably connected." The mean- 
ing of separating is that, according to the second meaning of the identity of 
contradictions, the two aspects of a contradiction transform into each other 
under given conditions. If the two aspects of a contradiction can only be 
inseparably connected, there can be no transformation of contradictions. 
Summarizing the identity of contradictions as the inseparable connection be- 
tween the two aspects of a contradiction will mean that the opposing aspects 
are dead and static instead of something dynamic, conditional, changeable 

and transforming into each other. 
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In short, if the proposition of "two combining into one" is understood 
realistically as the generalization of the first meaning of the identity of 
contradictions, it is a dialectical proposition instead of a metaphysical 
one. However, the specific explanation of the proposition of "two combining 
into one” by comrade Yang Xianzhen is worth discussing. There are certain 
areas which are inaccurate and inappropriate. We are now appraising the 
problem of “two combining into one” on the basis of facts. This is of the 
greatest practical and theoretical significance to a complete and accurate 
understanding of the law of the unity of opposites. This is especially inm- 
portant for a complete and accurate understanding of the identity of contra- 
diction, to advance the criticism of the reactionary ideological line of Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four," to acquire a firm stand in dialectics and to 
criticize metaphysics.

SEEKING OUT, ENCOURAGING THE TALENTED URGED

[Text] The subject of talents is the key to the realization of the Four 
Modernizations. At present, all fronts are feeling the shortage of talents, 
as there are no newcomers to take the place of veterans. To solve this 
problem as quickly as possible, while making efforts to improve the work of 
education, reform the education system and promote the cause of education, 
we must carry out the policy of "selecting the good ones” and "pulling out 
the best ones” constitutes the policy of the proletariat. We need the ser- 
ious attention of the society, the motivation of public opinion and the 
state to select and promote talents. Also, we must vigorously encourage 
the individuals to make an effort, before a large number of Red and expert 
talents can really be trained. 


Pulling out the best, as is clear, means to select and pull out the best 
ones. By the best, we mean the outstanding ones which are "far above the 
average and stand out from their fellows," being the elite of their group 

or class of persons. An era has its elite, so has a branch of science and 

a line of trade. These persons come from the masses and stand above the 
masses, representing the advanced level, and have unusual creative ability 
in a certain field. Though their number is small, they play a very great 
role. The masses of people are the motive force to impel the development 

of history, among them the outstanding persons of the elite are the pio- 
neers in historical development. In the history of the development of 
sciences of mankind, it is especially the case. From the historical vol- 
umes on scientific development, we can see clearly the tremendous role play- 
ed by the talents of the elite. In the latter half of the 18th century, 

the steam-engine replaced manual labor, and thus led to the industrial revo- 
lution; in the latter half of the 19th century, the discovery of electri- 
city prompted the concentration and further development of industrial and 
agricultural production; and, in the 40s of the 20th century, the use of 
atomic energy again accelerated the progress of the modernization of in- 
dustry, agriculture and military technical equipment. Though natural sci- 
ences stem from material production, the process of production by itself 
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cannot directly produce natural sciences. Only the intellectuals in mental 
labor, especially the elite, summed up the experience of practical produc- 
tion and elevated it to theories so that natural sciences could take shape 
and, thus, play the role of guiding and promoting practical production. It 
is unimaginable that the important breakthroughs of natural sciences in mod- 
ern times could be achieved without the creative labor of the group of elite 
scientists such as Newton, Watt, Edison, Franklin, Rutherford, Madam Curie 
and Einstein. With the development of science, besides summing up the prac- 
tice of production to understand the law of nature, more and more people 
also came to know the laws of nature through scientific experiment. All 
branches of modern technology, such as the use of atomic energy and the 
emergency of computers, were first a breakthrough in theory and then devel- 
oped into a new department of production. This shows even more the impor- 
tance of the elite talents in the realm of science. 


The cause of the four modernizations that we are now pursuing is a great 
struggle on an unprecendented scale to transform na’ ce and rebuild our so- 
ciety. On the road of our march toward the modern! ion of science and 
technology, if the millions of people who are striving to study and learn 
science and culture can be called the masses of militiamen, and the rank 
and file of the specialists can be called field armies and local contingents 
on the front of science and technology; then, the elite talents are the stan- 
dard-bearers leading the attack on the stronghold of science and technology. 
Just as playing the game of ping-pong, without such top players as Rong Guo- 
tuan [1369 0948 0957], Li Furong [2621 1381 2837], Ku Yinsheng [1776 1377 
3932], Lin Huiqing [2651 1979 0615] and Zheng Minzhi [6774 2404 0037], how 
could the Chinese national table-tennis team win the championship for the 
honor of our country in world competition on many occasions?! By the same 
token, without such an outstanding elite scientist as Li Siguang [2621 0934 
0342] and his guidance on the basis of the theory of geomechanics to fore- 
see the new Cathysian depression band, it would have been impossible to dis- 
cover quickly these hugh oilfields in China. To build a modern socialist 
nation, and to catch up with and surpass the world's advanced level of sci- 
ence and technology, in the course of building a great army with the know- 
ledge of modern science and culture, we must pay very great attention to the 
training and promotion of the elite talents, so that important breakthroughs 
can be achieved in the realm of science. 


The birth of elite talents depends first on their own efforts and also, in 
many cases, on the recommendation, promotion and training by others. Take 
famous mathematician Hua Luogeng [5478 5012 1649] as an example. After his 
graduation from a junior middle school at the age of 15, he could not find 

a job and became an apprentice in a store. He pursued further study entirely 
by himself in private and did not expect to be an expert. If the great math- 
ematician Xiong Qinglai [3574 1987 0171] had not recognized the brillence 

of his first essay on the methods of solution of algebraic equations, in- 
vited him to Qinghua University to study and later sent him abroad for fur- 
ther studies, how come he have written such important works as "The Additive 
Theory of Prime Numbers" and "The Derivation of the Number Theory," and scale 
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the peak of mathematical science? Take Chen Jingrun [7115 2529 3387] as 
another example. After his graduation from the university, he was assigned 
to a middle school to teach. He felt embarrassed and became sick from long 
frustration. If Wang Yanan [3769 0068 0589] had not called him back to 
Xiamen University for the exclusive study of mathematics, and had not Hua 
Luogeng later transferred him to the Institute of Mathematics of the Academy 
of Sciences to be a student-researcher, how could he have climbed up and 
plucked the pearl of the crown of matematics by creating the "Chen's Theory” 
which astonished scientific circles? From ancient times to the present, in 
China and abroad, achievements of many persons of great virtue and talent 
were often inseparable from the strong recommendation and fosterage of oth- 
ers. It was no wonder that Han Yu [7281 1937] said from him experience: 
"It was only Bo Luo (0130 2867] who «owld recognize a fleet horse capable 
of 1,000 li a day; the fleet horse re quite common, but a person like Bo 
Luo can seldom be found.” In the old society, though there were many in- 
stances where talents received recognition, more unusual talents were bur- 
ied and suppressed in oblivion by the prejudice of the exploiting classes. 
In particular, the working people were deprived of their right to receive 
even minimal education. How impossible it was for them to become talents! 
Even among intellectuals of the exploiting classes, many could not gain re- 
cognition, and died in old age as hermits. 


The establishment of a socialist system opens an unprecedentedly wide world 
for the training and promotion of talents. Speaking fairly, it is absolute- 
ly unimaginable that in the old society, workers and peasants like Cai Zu- 
quan [5591 4371 3123] and Chen Yongkang [7115 3057 1660] could become ex- 
perts. Since the liberation, some elite talents have also emerged from a- 
mong the intellectuals. However, just as our country still has setbacks 
while great achievements were made in the past 30 years, “our achievements 
are very inadequate in comparison with the painstaking efforts made by the 
people in the whole country, and in comparison with the superiority which 
our socialist system should bring into play." It is also true in the case 
of talents. We have too few talents, particularly the top ones, not commen- 
surate with a big country of 900 million people. "There is a serious flaw 
in our cadre system which not only prevents us from finding, promoting and 
training talents and gradually making the ranks of cadres younger and more 
proficient, but also often brings about the waste of talents without due 
recognition.” This problem which was pointdd out by Comrade Ye Jianying 
[5509 0494 5391] in his speech on the 30th National Day truly deserves our 
serious consideration! 


Looking back upon the experience of and lessons drawn from the training of 
talents in the past 30 years, we will find that the idea of equalitarianism 
is the serious obstacle to the promotion of talents. A socialist society 

is based on the public ownership of the means of production, and follows the 
principle of "to each according to his work." In this society, politically 
all the people enjoy equality, and economically there is no exploitation. 
They take the road of common wealth. Undoubtedly, this is the great super- 
jority of the socialist system. However, the socialist system is still very 








young and imperfect, and in particular the principle of “to each according 
to his work" is not truly implemented. In addition, there are shortcomings 
in the cadre system and education system, which bring about the abuse of 
“share and share alike” and show the tendency of equalitarianism in training 
and using talents. On the one hand, some people consider the purpose of 
training as that of training manual workers, and they run schools in a wni- 
form manner without paying special attention to talents, not giving special 
consideration to the talents; on the other hand, the experts in various spec- 
ial lines, so few in number, are being criticized endlessly. While advoca- 
ting the idea of collectivism, they categorically reject personal struggle; 
while laying stress on political orientation, they negate the importance of 
vocational skill and technology. They always label the higher intellectuals 
as the "spiritual aristocrats." Particularly in dealing with outstanding 
persons of the elite, they not only refuse to cherish, promote and foster 
them but, on the contrary, criticize them as "typical examples of white ex- 
perts” and the "3-famous and 3-high.” Lin Biao and the “gang of four" used 
such mistakes of the “left" and pushed them to the extreme. They called all 
persons of authority “reactionaries” and toppled every person of fame. They 
also advocated "equalization" by replacing doctors with nurses, technicians 
with workers and sending primary-school children to colleges, and called 
these actions “revolutionary.” They put persons with a great deal of know- 
ledge and with not much knowledge, educated and uneducated, all on equal 
footing. At that time, a kind of public opinion was formed in the society 
that whoever had more knowledge was more reactionary, and whoever was more 
learned became more unfortunate. Since the downfall of the "gang of four," 
we have criticized the ultra-left line and scored very great successes; how- 
ever, on problems of training, using and promoting talents, there still ex- 
ists seriously the idea of equalitarianism. For instance, in promoting the 
scientific and technical personnel to higher posts, often no consideration 
is given to the special characteristics of the technical work and technical 
personnel, they are taken exactly as cadres of the party and administration, 
their promotion must be approved by an administrative leading office, and 

is not studied by an academic organ. In some units, promotion is made ac- 
cording to the classification of seniority and wage-grade without taking 
into consideration labor performance, technical skill and merits, for "a 
general promotion to put all people on the same footing." When some units 
issued rewards for achievements in scientific research, they divided equally 
the amounts of money among all the personnel of an institute. Serious short- 
comings of equalitarianism also exist in current systems of the appointment, 
inspection, exchange, further training and control of personnel. The per- 
sonnel of different iines are not encouraged to freely make their own ad- 
vancement, but are always required to go forward together in one line. Who- 
ever makes a step forward before others will always receive criticism and 
blame. 


Equalitarianism is certainly not Marxism, but is against Marxism. It was 
criticized in the "Communist Manifesto" drafted jointly by Marx and Engels. 
Lenin also resolutely opposed equalitarianism. After the victory of the 
October Revolution, Lenin paid special attention to giving higher rewards 





to experts. On 24 January 1921, he personally drafted for the People's 
Committee a decision "On the Guarantee for the Conditions Under Which Aca- 
demician E. P. Pavlov and His Colleagues Will Undertake Scientific Work,” 
which stated that most favorable conditions should be created within the 
shortest period for Academician Pavlov and his colleagues to undertake sci- 
entific work, the workers should provide the committee with a special grain 
ration for Academician Pavlov and his wife, the best equipment should be 
installed in their residence and laboratory..., Lenin believed that it was 
in the fundamental and most important interest of the proletariat. Comrade 
Mao Zedong pointed out clearly: “The origin of absclute equalitarianisn, 
like ultra democracy in politics, is the product of handicraft and small 
peasant economy.” Before the liberation, our country was under the predon- 
inance of small peasant economy, the petty bourgeoisie was like a vast sea, 
equalitarian ideology had its broad social foundation. After the liberation, 
the economic system changed; however, “remnants of old ideas, reflecting the 
old system, always remained in the people's minds for a long time, unwilling 
to retreat easily." The idea of equalitarianism, as a deep-rooted force of 
habit, still obstructs seriously the progress of the cause of training tal- 
ents, and the elite persons will emerge. 


Another obstacle in promoting talents is metaphysics in the way of thinking, 
that is, a static, isolated and one-sided view of observing people. In fact, 
we should have appointed persons according to their qualifications and pro- 
moted the talented persons. Particularly, in the past 30 years since the 
founding of the People’s Republic, the ranks of intellectuals have undergone 
fundamental changes; today when the exploiting classes have been annihilated, 
we should all the more broaden our choice of fine talents without adhering 
to one rigid formula. However, some of our comrades always expected the tal- 
ents to be perfect in all respects. One's bad family background, complex 
social connections, errors committed in the past and even so-called "temper 
of an intellectual" became reasons for the rejection of the talent. As a 
matter of fact, everything has its advantages and disadvantages, no gold 
piece is pure, and no person is perfect. Even when a comrade has committed 
certain mistakes, so long as he can understand and correct his mistakes, he 
should be treated with the same respect as the others. If you use the meta- 
physical view of perfection to judge people, you cannot find 1 talent out 

of 10. Some other comrades are worried: “If the promoted talents fail in 
their performance, what can we do?" This is also quite unnecessary. First, 
many talents have not failed; and second, educatiou and assistance must be 
given to the talents so that they will not fail. Thirdly, even if some of 
them may fail, we cannot give up because of a remote possibility. We must 
free ourselves from these metaphysical fetters, broaden our point of view, 
gather all the talents under our eyes and make special efforts to discover 
elite persons in all fields. 


Promotion according to seniority is another major obstacle to the selection 
of talents. Of course, the specialists of the older generation are compar- 
atively more experienced. After the 10-year havoc brought upon us by Lin 

Biao and the “gang of four, 


today though only a few old specialists have 





survived, they are still playing an important role in leading the way. We 
should very carefully appreciate, respect and cherish these veteran experts. 
At the same time, we must consider present problems with our view for future 
development and understand that the natural law of metabolism is irresis- 
tible. Just as Comrade Mao Zedong said: “If our party does not have a 
great many new cadres working in unity and cooperation with the old cadres, 
our cause will come to a stop. All old cadres, therefore, should welcome 
the new ones with the utmost enthusiasm and show them the warmest solici- 
tude." The old political cadres should bring along the new ones and make 

a great effort to select and promote the middle-aged and young ones. With 
the daily new development of modern science and technology, it is all the 
more necessary for us to be bold in promoting and using technical talents 
from among the middle-aged and young people, who should be allowed to dis- 
play their talents, receive training and grow up quickly. According to sci- 
entific research, the period of renews, of modern knowledge is about 5 years, 
and the grand total of human knowledy. 1 .11 double every 7 to 10 years. In 
the last 10 years, the amount of sci st fic and technical knowledge gained 
by mankind surpassed the grand tota! » knowledge in the past 2,000 years 
and more. At present, 90 percent of  cicles for daily living produced by 
the industries were non-existent at twe beginning of this century; and 90 
percent of the products of modern advanced pharmaceutical factories were not 
available 5 years ago. Two months after the announcement of Ding Zhaozhong's 
[0002 5128 0022] discovery of Particle J, others published new papers on the 
basis of the results of his research. All these explain that modern science 
and technology are developing speedily and vigorously with new and different 
results every day. Waves roll on one after another in the Changjiang River; 
new people overtake the veterans in the world. According to the statistics 
on 1,249 outstanding scientists and 1,928 important scientific achievements 
of the world from 1500 to 1960, the best age bracket was 25 to 45 years of 
age, the peak age was about 37. This fully illustrates that in the realm 

of science, the middle-aged and young people often made outstanding contri- 
butions. Therefore, in the selection and promotion of talents, we must 
adopt measures accordingly and pay special attention to those among the mid- 
dle-aged and young intellectuals, to recommend only the talents, promote 
only the best, disregard qualifications, disregard seniority and refuse to 
be restricted by any rigid rules and taboo. Comrade Deng Xiaoping pointed 
out: As regards our scientific workers, as long as they have made contri- 
butions and meet the standards of researchers and professors, even at the 
age of only 30, they should be promoted to the posts of researchers and pro- 
fessors, and be given the due academic degrees and technical titles. The 
“gang of four” had already robbed this generation of middle-aged and young 
people of their precious years, and at present we should all the more save 
our talents and try by all means to promote the top talents from among them. 
By freeing ourselves from prejudices, breaking down the partial restrictions, 
working for public interests and knowing people well enough to assign them 
jobs commensurate with their abilities, we can then fill up the gap and 
have successors to our cause of reconstruction. 





Of course, our middle-aged and young comrades with aspirations also should 
not sit idly waiting for others to promote them. They must be determined in 
their high ambitions, rise in great vigor and, in the practice of science 
and the struggle for production, make effort in study, painstakingly encour- 
age themselves, as quickly as possible turn themselves into specialists in 
a certain domain of science and have the courage to scale the peak of sci- 
ence. They should understand that showing the courage tc become top tal- 
ents is their practical expression of devotion to the four modernizations. 


In the ancient time there was the story about Mao Sui [3029 6659] who vol- 
unteered his services. He described himself as “an awl left in a bag, with 
its point sticking out through the bag" [talent showing itself], showed his 
courage to do the most difficult task and turned himself into a legend. How- 
ever, Mao Sui served only the feudal lord. In a foreign country, an inven- 
tor by the name of Bell invented the telephone through great difficulty, 
which nobody cared about. He went by himself to many cities to make demon- 
strations and strongly recommended his achievement, and the people even re- 
garded him as a "circus." Finally he relied on himself to set up the "Bell 
Telephone Company" and popularized the telephone service. Later, it became 
known that before Bell somebody had also invented a similar device; however, 
this man did not make the effort to recommend himself and eventually fell 
int. oblivion. This is a story which took place in the capitalist society. 
Nevertheless, if Bell had not had the strong will to recommend himself, no- 
body knows when the .<clephone would have come into use in the world! 


What we are now undertaking is the cause of socialist modernization; the 
broad ranks of intellectuals constitute a part of the working class, and are 
all masters of our country just like the workers and peasants. As masters, 
they should take the country as their own. Do not decline to shoulder a 
responsibility, but devote yourselves to the four modernizations. In build- 
ing the four modernizations, one should be bold in being "the beam with its 
head sticking out" or the “pathbreaker." We should have more faith in our- 
selves than Mao Sui had in himself, and should be more indomitable than Bell. 
As the ultra-left evil influence of the "gang of four" has not been elimi- 
nated entirely, the force of habit of the old society still exists, and it 
is unavoidable for thuse who stand out above others to face the sarcastic 
remarks and attacks of backward public opinion, and meet with all sorts of 
setbacks on the way of their advance. We should disregard our personal gain 
or loss, have no fear of others’ remarks and ridicule, and be bold in waging 
struggles against the backward public opinion and changing the force of hab- 
it of the old society. The growth of any new thing is always not smooth 
sailing. To be bold in being the top talents and make outstanding contri- 
butions to the cause of the four modernizations, it will be all the more 
necessary for us to be tempered thoroughly. In his study on (1 + 2), Chen 
Ji: jrun was once denounced by many people as “phony science" by saying: "Go 
to ell with your Goldbach Conjecture!" In their study on the value distri- 
bution in the theory of functions, Yang Luo [2799 2867] and Zhang Guanghou 
[1728 1684 0624] were also denounced for taking “the road of white expert" 
and as the “bud of revisionism." However, they did not bow their heads and 











surrender but strongly persisted in their cause, and finally achieved out- 
standing successes. Since the downfall of the "gang of four" the Party 
Central Committee has paid great attention to the training of talents, and 
the present conditions are much better than before. The tidal current of 
mental emancipation is washing down all traps and running swfitly along the 
route of taking practice as the only criterion for testing truth. A gener- 
ation of talents is emerging, glittering like groups of stars. An era be- 
gins when hundreds of millions of giants are engaged in the four moderniza- 
tions. 


On the one hand, we should energetically encourage people to be "Bo Luo" who 
could "recognize fleet horses" and to have courage in promoting talents like 
secretary Li Jian {2621 0256] of the Party Committee, who promotes Bai Jie 
[4101 3381], in the stage play "Bao Chun Hua” ["Announcing the Spring Blos- 
som]. 


On the other hand, we should make an effort to urge people to imitate "Mao 
Sui who offered his services" and act like Qiao Guangpu [0829 0342 2613] who 
asks for permission on his own initiative, carries boldly the heavy burden 
and shows courage in becoming the top talent, in the novel "Factory Manager 
Qiao Assumes Office." In this way, the outstanding talents of the Chinese 
nation will certainly emerge heroically in vast numbers, like living water 
at its source, on the grand stage of the four modernizations.

Theatrical circles in China have been beset with disturbances recently as 
literature and art circles throughout the country have been discussing plays 
that have been banned or criticized. 


One of the film scripts that has been much talked about is "In Social Archives." 


"In Social Archives" is a tragedy about a boy and a girl who love each other 
so much and who cherish lofty ideals but are subjected to persecution by evil 
forces during the period when Lin Biao was rampant. The sad fate of this 
couple not only exposes the crimes committed by Lin Biao and company in 
ravaging the legal system and confusing social order but also calls on legal 
workers, educationalists, doctors and parents to seriously consider their 
responsibility toward history and society. The purpose of exposing the 
pustule is to heal it. It is clear that the film script "In Social Archives" 
has positive social significance. But someone has labeled it "reactionary," 
thus causing a heated debate. Some people in the Beijing film studio wanted 
to produce thie script but were turned down by certain people. 


The magazine DIANYING CHUANGZUO [FILM CREATION] published by the editorial 
department of the studio received many letters expressing their views on 
"In Social Archives." The magazine carried the script in its October 

issue last year and as of 13 November it had received 168 letters and 
articles. Some letters and articles were written after collective discus- 
sions. Of all the letters and articles, only 30 percent opposed the script 
while the rest affirmed or appraised it. One letter signed by Liu Ren 
[0491 0086) said: "We would like to ask your magazine to extend our appre- 
ciation to the author of the script Comrade Wang Jing [3769 7231]. "In 
Social Archives" is full of tears and blood. The script may be the greatest 
outrage in the eyes of Mr "praise of virtue."" But we would like to thank 
your department and the author. We like it very much and were deeply 
impressed by it. We hope the film will be shown to the public soon." 
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The first issue of the magazine WENYI BAO this year reported a discussion 
meeting of writers and critics which was held in Beijing and one topic of 
discussion was the script "In Social Archives." Wang Fangman [3769 2455 
4915] said: "'In Social Archives' and ‘Woman Thief'" are the first creative 
works of two young writers. These works are basically good. But their 
publication has been followed by suppressions from various corners. They 
are labeled as ‘indecent literature’ and a copy of the magazine that carried 
these works was returned to the publisher, with pages containing these works 
ripped off. Some people vilified the works as literature of exposure. Some 
influential people talked about social effects of these works. In my 
opinion it is very difficult for a writer to think about social effect 
before he begins to write. If we ask a writer to predict what will happen 
years later, this is subjectivism. Some people said: ‘In Social Archives' 
does not describe the political features of Lin Biao's sworn followers. 
Others said that the script was sensationalist. These statements are not 
analytical. When the masses read this script, will they focus one of the 
characters, the girl who is being seduced or opt the bloody scenes? No. 
This is not where the problem is. The script has caused arguments and 
created a star. But it is not because of its artistry; it is because it de- 
picts a senior cadre imbued with the thinking of feudal privileges; it is 
because it exposes the problem that no literary and art works ever dared to 
touch before: the harm that feudal thinking does to our country and our 
people.” Another writer Qiu Yun [4428 5089] said: "Literary and art works 
always demonstrate general phenomena through specific phenomenon. Whether 

a literary and art work praises or exposes something or not, its purpose is 
to educate people. You cannot say a literary and art work will hamper 
stability and unity just because it touches you to your very soul. "Flying 
in the Sky" and "In Social Archives" expose ‘senior cadres' who seduced girls. 
These two works have been accused of ‘attacking the PLA,’ and such an accusa- 
tion lacks concrete artistic analysis. Do not such cases really exist?" 


A Storm Over "Small Courtyard" 


The modern drama "Small Courtyard" has also caused arguments. Some people 
have even tried to completely negate it. "Small Courtyard" was written by 
young amateur playwright Li Longyun [2621 7893 7189] to depict the Tiananmen 
incident through the masses who fought against the "gang of four" in small 
courtyard in Beijing. The drama was rehearsed and staged at the Beijing 
Children’s Opera House and there were differing opinions about it. Some 
people agreed with it while others negated it. Shih Ding [4258 0002] of 
Shanxi represents the faction that opposes the drama. In his opinion the 
drama is "simply making excuses to pour out grievances" pandering to the 
current incorrect rightist ideology. This is the way in which the young 
amateur writer has been rudely and completely negated. Shih Ding, on the 
other hand, has been criticized by the masses. He called these criticisms 
a "joint attack" against him and this brought about more criticisms. When 
Shih Ding was having his baton, he made a fool of himself. He said that 

Hua Guofeng had watched the drama. In fact, this was not true. Shih Ding 
also had his article opposing the drama published in RENMIN XIJU. He said 
that both the audience and players laughed during the performance. 
[HK130836] This is untrue. "Small Courtyard" has been performed more than 
50 times and only on two occasions did the audience laugh. On one occasion, 
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the audience laughed because a school boy teased his girl schoolmate with a 
snake. On another occasion, the audience laughed because one player acted 
exaggeratedly. But the laughter had nothing to do with the story. Shih Ding 
said that the circulation of RENMIN XIJU increased by 2,000 copies after it 
published his article. He said that the editorial department even investi- 
gated his behind-the-scene boss. But a leading member of the department, 
Comrade Fang Jie [2455 2638], brought the truth to light when he explained 
that the department neither resorted to a little trick nor investigated his 
so-called behind-the-scenes boss. It was true that the circulation of the 
magazine has increased 2,000 copies per issue but this occurred in January 
last year before it carried his article. Though the magazine did not 
investigate Shih Ding's behind-the-scenes boss, it is generally believed 
that he really has a boss behind him. Otherwise how did he, a mere nobody, 
dare to wield his baton in theatrical circles even though he was only a 
stick himself. Actually "Small Courtyard" caused more disturbances than 
this. The author once worked on a farm in Heilongjiang, northeast China. 
Later he entered a university, where he wrote the script that revealed his 
promising talent. He was enrolled in Nanjing University as a postgraduate 
in Chinese literature speciality through the efforts of veteran playwright 
Chen Baichen [7115 4104 1057]. He was enrolled in the university with an 
approval of the Ministry of Education after he passed an examination. Later 
certain restricted material said that Li Longyun entered the university 
"through the back door." When he heard this, Chen Baichen was very angry. 
He said: "I have never done anything through the back door in my life. 
Such an assertion is slanderous. If there is someone who wants to vilify 
me, he can do it openly but not behind my back." Li Longyun himself has 
found life difficult. He has not been paid for 4 months. 


The Fate of the Drama "Let's Study It Again" 


All dramas that touch upon bureaucracy and privileges are not likely to have 
good fate. A Beijing monthly magazine JUBEN recently reprinted a short 

film script entitled "Let's Study It Again" originally published in the 
magazine BUGUNIAO. The script was welcomed by readers. Not long ago, no 
drama troupe in Hubei Province, where the script is originated, dared to 
produce the drama. Why? It has been banned because it criticizes bureaucracy. 


"Chapter of Struggle" Goes to Court 


The bans on some dramas are really baffling. The drama "Chapter of Struggle" 
was created by the railway opera troupe of China in 1976 following the 
downfall of the "gang of four." The troupe first decided to create two one- 
act plays. One is about Hua Guofeng's inspection of Tangshan after it was 
hit by an earthquake and the other intended to expose the crimes of Jiang Qing 
when she visited Dazhai production brigade and she ordered a railway station 
to stop all other trains from passing for 4 hours. The two plays were later 
combined into a long one. From 26 December 1976 to the end of April 1977, 

the revised drama was performed more than 50 times before 80,000 people. 

The masses wrote in their letter to the troupe: "The drama is a heavy 
artillery shell fired at the 'gang of four.' Each time it is staged, it is 
just like a wallposter that exposes and criticizes the ‘gang of four!'" 

The drama was later staged by more than 36 amateur and professional literature 
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and art units throughout the country. It has been recorded by radio stations. 
Television stations had prepared to film it and the Beijing Film Studio de- 
cided to shoot a film based on the script. RENMIN RIBAO, RENMIN XIJU and 
Shanghai WEN WEI BAO also discussed the script. Moreover, leading members 
of the arts bureau under the Ministry of Culture who saw the drama were 

very happy with it and praised it. On 22 April 1977, the staff concerned 

of the political department of the Ministry of Railways and the Ministry of 
Culture once again examined the drama. Eventually, with their approval, it 
was decided that the drama was to be performed for the public during the 

"] May" festival in Beijing and in the newspapers. On 26 April, the party 
committee of the railway drama troupe was suddenly informed by the political 
department of the Ministry of Railways that the drama had been banned. The 
advertisements that were ready for printing were also cancelled. The reason 
for the ban was that the drama leaked the state secrets and endangered 

state interests. Hence a leading member of the CCP Central Committee 
responsible for literature and art gave the following oral instruction: 

"Do not stage the drama." Acti’ g upon this instruction, the party organiza- 
tion of the Ministry of Railways and the party committee of the railway 
drama troupe banned the drama and said it was not necessary to revise the 
script. They also advised people not to ask why or they will be looked upon 
as being improper. The political department of the Ministry of Railways then 
sent telegrams to all professional and amateur railway drama units, ordering 
them to stop performing the drama. [HK130848] The telegrams said that the 
drama had serious political problems and ordered the song and dance ensemble 
and the modern drama troupe to send the following message to professional and 
amateur literature and art organizations in all provinces and municipalities: 
"There are still shortcomings in the drama and it should not be performed." 
Thus this drama, which may be counted as one of the pioneers in criticizing 
the "gang of four," was banned. Nevertheless, the railway drama troupe of 
China held different opinions than their superiors. They said that some 
criticisms against the drama were groundless. For example, some criticisms 


said: "Do not mention the name ‘Liang Xiao’ and the "the slogan 'We would 
rather have communist trains arriving a little late than revisionist ones 
arriving on time' was not invented by the ‘gang of four.'" One criticism 


mentioned the leaking of state secrets, but in fact the drama contained 
no secret, as evidenced by the following sections which were said to have 
contained secrets and ordered to be revised: 


Such Is "A State Secret" 


The term "special train" should not be used. It was revised to read "high- 
class train." Train attendants should not get off the train. The words 
"train attendants" were changed to Jiang Qing's attendants. The locking 
of railway switches is confidential information. This plot was deleted. 


In order to avoid the words "special trains," the place where Jiang Qing 
committed her crimes has been changed from a train to a guest room of a 
railway station. 


The railway drama troupe was not convinced by the order from their superiors. 
Yet they had to revise the script. The troupe was still unable to "get rid 
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of the shadow of the special train" and they had to stop performing the drama. 
The troupe was labeled as having "leaked the state secrets and endangered 
the party's highest interests." 


Members of the troupe said: How can the words “special train" lead to leaking 
secrets? Are not these words often mentioned in newspapers? The script of 
the drama is based on material that appeared in RENMIN RIBAO, on facts 
about railways and on the speeches made at a special transport department 
during criticism. Why are the newspapers permitted to carry such words and 
report such facts while literature and art works are forbidden to do so? 
Furthermore, it is common sense that contents of literary works cannot be 
exactly identical with reality. The troupe was particularly disgusted with 
the instructions that the playwright had no right to revise his work or to 
ask questions. They said why is a playwright considered wrong when he asks 
questions? What kind of law is this? Does it not mean that when a man has 
a different opinion than his superior, he is not in a position to ask any 
questions? Furthermore, this senior cadre of the CCP Central Committee 
neither saw the script nor the performance. Yet when he had an opinion, 

he neither investigated nor listened to the opinion of the playwright him- 
self or the masses. Basing himself on what a few people said, this senior 
cadre brazenly ordered the banning of the drama. What is this if not "the 
will of a superior?" Is this work style not similar to the work style that 
was criticized by Lenin as "communist bureaucracy?" 


Following the banning of the drama "Chapter of Struggle” the railway drama 
troupe of China expressed their opinions to the higher leadership. They 
wrote letters to RENMIN RIBAO, the Supervisory Committee of the CCP Central 
Committee [as published], HU YAOBANG and WEN WEI BAO. They also put up 
wallposters. But their opinions have disappeared like a stone dropped into 
the sea. They believe that banning the drama is wrong and that such action 
runs counter to the party's policy on literature and art and the principle 
of "letting a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought 
contend." 


New "Whateverism" 


It can be seen from what has been happening in Chinese theatrical circles that 
to enable Chinese drama and literature and art to flourish, it is imperative 
to oppose the "will of the superiors." A speech made in the discussion by 
drama directors and players during the national conference of literary circles 
that was convened 2 months ago was very interesting. Guo Liang said: "If 

we are not to follow 'whatever' is said by Marx, Engels, Lenin, Stalin and 

Mao Zedong; if we must adhere to the principle of practice being the only 
criterion for testing truth, then we must not follow 'whatever' is spoken by 
the comrades in leading positions, even the leading comrades of the CCP Central 
Committee (including those whom we adire and trust most). With regard to 
literature and art circles and the ideological field, likewise we cannot 
follow 'whatever' was said and done by Lu Xun.”
